Emma, the wife of Wesley Dorwart.

Besides the nine living children there
are twenty-one grandehildren, and thies
great grandchildren, most of whom were
present at the ““golden wedding,”

Captain Blickenderfer and his wife were
born in Moravian seitlements, reaved in
the Moravian faith and have rémained
throughout their lives consisient members
of the Moravian church, aud we believe
all, or nearly all, their descendants hold

It takes the name of
Canedleanas fiom the fact that the eandles
to b wend pon the altars are to be blessed |
tocday,  Impressive services are held in
all the elinrehes and cathedrals, and in
ilome the Pope ofliciates in the services in
e elapel of the Quirinal, by blessing and
distributing large numbersof candles, A
areat procession oceurs from the vatican
to the chapel in which the candles are
borne first 3 then come the cardinals first
in the pageant, then follow the bishops,
cinons, {riars, abbots and priests down to

1 the religious cercmonial is an illumina-
tivn at night, and general hilarity among
the people.

In our locality a great many people look
forward te Candlemas day with much in-
terest, beeause they believe that the state
ol the weather on that day foretells its gen-
eral condition for six wefks ensuing, Sir
Thomas Browne quotes a Latin distich ex-
pressive of this idea, which is thus trans-
lated in a popalar Seotch rhiymo :

=3 Candiemas day be dry and fair,
I'he halt o'winter's 1o come and madr :
17 Candlex day be wet and foul.

The huslf o'winter's gane at Yule.”

Many people profess to believe that the
groundhiog or woodchuck, which has been
sleeping at the bottom of his hole,
comes out on Candlemas day to take a
look at thoe sky. If it be cloudy, he stays
out und makesready for the spring cam-
paign,but il thesun isshining sufficiently to
enable him to sce his shadow he instantly
returns 1o his hole, and takes another six
weeks' sleep, well knowing that wintry
weather will continue for that length of
time. To-day the sun rose brightly with
the thermometer from 5 to 10 degrees be-
low zero ; {f the groundhog came out of
his hole lie eonld not have failed to see his
shadow, and to have hastened to his cosy
bod away down below the frost line ; but
parhaps he conldn’t get out ; the mouth
ol his hole may have leen blockaded with
two or three feet of snow ; and hence, as

A Column of Hot Water 100 Feet High,
North Montana River Press.

One of the singnlar natural phenomena
known in this section of Montana is the
formation of two geysers in the strip of
country known as the **Sag.’”” about a
mile and a half from 3r. Patterson’s
ranch, on the Shonkin. It was first
scen about a month ago, but not
until lately has it assumed proportions
which constitute its wonderful formation.
It is situated in a small canyon running
out from the wall of rocks on the east of
Alkali lJake. Two geysers have appeared,
one of them being of monster proportions,
throwing up a column of hot and
steam over one hundred feet high,
the other spouting about fifty feet, but
with a larger proportion of water; di-
ameter, about four inches.

| THE CMARITY BALL

In Philadelphis Last Night,

Three thousand people attended it and
£12,000 or 813,000 were realized for eharit-
able purposes. The floral decorations
were of the most laborate character, ren-
dering the handsome interior even more
brilliant than it was on the occasion of the
memorable reception to the Grand Duke
Alexis. The doors leading from the outer
corridor to the inner were arched and fes-
tooned with evergreens sprinkled with red
and white camellia japonicas. In the open
space between the doors stood towering
clumps of evergreens, which added a som-
bre, yet beautiful effect to the decorations.
On either side of the handsome mirror in the
inoer lobby was a rustic su
Ing an ormamental basket of blooming
azaleas. To the right and left of the mirror
loomed up the stately branches of twent;
different  varieties of palms ans
ferns, beneath which the most fragrant
flowers bloomed in gay confusion.
The musie stand at the east end of the in-
terior was almost wholly lost to sight in a
semi-cirele of foliage plants and sweetly
breathin: exotics. Majestie arieas, white-
capped pampas grass, towering latanias
and broad-leaved caladiums overspread a
perfect Paradise of royal poinsettas and
camellias of varied hues. Above this rare
scene was the first balcony, which pre-
sented a face of beanty. Smilax festoons
tuok a serpentine course amd were canght
up at intervals by clusters of blooming ear-
nations. DBeneath cach festoon was a star
composed of red amd white rosebuds and
earnations, and suspended to the balcony
by smilax were fifteen globes of evergreen
mingled with a profusion of eamellias
carnations, brgnonias  and  rosebuds.
The proscenium boxes were profusely
festooned with smilax attached with carna-
tions and rosebuds, before which were sus-
pended gorgeonsplobesof blooming flowers.
Directly over the stage was *“Charity ™
in earnations, From the prosceninm boxes
the seene reecded into one of the raresl
beauty.  On either side of the stage arose
the prowl heads of over fifty different
varicties of the pal species, latanias
thryax, Ilataniaonas  cnterpe  edulis,
phenix, aecacias, Kuntis Fosteriany, and
syeas eircolannas,staod up in sombre splen-
dor amid a2 radiaet ekl of bloominge
flowers beneath. This was wwrely a pre-
Inde to the seene that opencd in the back-
ground. Behind & sparkling fountain, sur-
mounted by a figuie of Dizua sapporting
a cluster of zas jets in coloved globes, rose
up the seene from the second aet of Car-
men, which represcets a Spanish vills,
with its beautiful piazzas and cornices al-
most entirely obscured beueath a covering
of flowers and evergrecn. Flowers rarve,
beauntiful and costly bloomed everywhere
in charming profusion and pervaded the
interior with their fragranee. The upper
lobby and the doors leading to the foyer
were also richly decorated,
